Dear Admiral Turner: 

Thank you for your letter of June 22, 1977, 
in which you respond to the inquiry I made regarding the 
sale of the Cyber 76 computer to the Soviet Union. I 
appreciate very much your response, and I am sure you 
share my own approval of the decision of the Depar tment 
of Commerce to deny an export license to Control Data for 
the export of this computer system. 

I note with interest that you indicate that the 
Cyber 76 could be used in charged particle beam weapon 
research and that the Soviet Union initially requested 
the computer for use by their weather service. On past 
occasions I have asked your agency to provide an unclas- 
sified analysis of the Soviet charged particle bean re- 
search effort, as well as an unclassified analysis of the 
feasibility of developing macrocosmic weather control sys- 
tems for military or environmental purposes. To date I 
have not received a response, and while I recognize that 
much of the information on both subjects is classified; to 
whatever extent possible, I would appreciate some general 
response indicating your agency’s assessment of both topics 
inasmuch, as I have had substantial constituent inquiry to 
which, at present, I am unable adequately to respond.
